In regards to claims 1 and 7 wherein among other features the claims recite 
"wherein when said detection process detects that said connector is disconnected, the 
first switch (S21) is set ON state and the second switch (S22) is set to OFF state." 

The prior art of record fails to teach the above limitation.
